— General Franco ordered a blockade of all coastal 
territory belonging to the Republican Gfovemment today in an effort 
to put a speedy end to the civil war. Although the British Crovernment 
have recognized the Franco regime they have not as yet grantedi them 
belligerent rights and it is doubtful whether they will recognize Franco's 
right to interfere with British shipping.

In what appears to be the keen- 
est verbal clash of ' the year, the 
Arts Interfaculty debating team, re' 
presented by Gul Caron and John 
Parker, stated publicly last night 
that they would literally annihilate 
their opponents in the debate 
against Theology this Friday. "We 
shall prove to the world once and 
for all that the noble end justifies 
the ignoble means, and thus finally 
solve this eternal problem" they 
claimed viciously, in an exclusive 
interview with the Daily. "Although 
our most worthy opponents de- 
nounce us as supporting a concep- 
tion which is a menace to society, 
nevertheless we know that the anti- 
thesis is true, for an end which 
really serves the interests of a com- 
munity can have no_such thing as 
an ignoble means by which It can 
be achieved",' the Artsmen conclud- 
ed with a tinge of sarbasm.

Effects of Individiiai Evil 
Dealt With in 
Lecture 



Tonight, at 8.15 p.m. the Philo- 
sophical Society win meet in Room 
B at Strathcona Hall. Discussion on 
"Ethics of Power" will be started 
by Professor MacLennan of the De- 
partment of Philosophy. 

"Ethics of Power" is the title of a 
book by Professor Philip Leon. This 
book deals with the sources, of evil 
in human life which arise in human 
nature, as well as with the various 
forms which the desire for power 
of all kinds assumes in society. 

Profesor Leon is noted for his 
vievVs In connection with the dom- 
inance of power politics. "Ethics of 
Power" concerns itself particularly 
with the roots of evil in the indi- 
vidual and how their growth af- 
fects society at large. He claims 
that a false destination is ordinar- 
ily drawn between egoism and al- 
truism. The real distinction, he 
states, is between egoism and good- 
ness. It is the source of ambition 
and conflict which in our day has 
manifested itself in individuals to 
claim world authority! Good, in di- 
rect contrast with egoism, helps 
provide objective standards for 
human life and sqiciety.

. JT is a curious paradox that the thing most 

necessary to successful living is the most 
'difficult of attainment in college. We mean 
përspective, thé ability of placing things in 
their proper relationships. . . . 

The University is no longer a cloistered 
institution, but it is separated by a great 
,gulf from reality. And many a student 
flounders in this gulf, although unaware of 
its existence. 

It is easy to confuse the petty problpms 
of collegiate life with reality. Thus we 
find the ordinary student beating his head 
against imaginary walls. Little bourgeois 
maidens, who after graduation will become 
little bourgeois wives, rush madly about 
pretending to social importance. Earnest 
students grovel for their grades without 
ever trying to relate their studies to the 
future. . . . .^^^,r 

This is a plea "for "perspective. Social 
failure and success in collegiate society have 
nothing to do with reality unless one can 
give them their proper importance. The 
highèst grades in scholastic studiés are 
worthless unless th'èy are properly inte- 
grated into the business of living. 

Let us not imagine that Saturday's foot-, 
.ball game, fôr instance, or attendance at 
thè Sdphos Swing, is more important to us 
as individuals than the reality of the 
Czechoslovakian situation. The former 
may ruin the life of a neurotic, but the lat- 
ter will affect us all. Without the proper 
perspective the wisest of men is the veriëst 
fûol.

PAUSING FOR HIS TEA 




DAYS OF OUR YEARS by Pierre van Paassen; 
Hillman-Curl Inc., 1939; pp. 504; $3.75. 

Pierre van Paassen, bom Dutch, naturalized 
Canadian, correspondent-at-large for the 
"World" chain of newspapers, had started "Days 
ol Our Years" as an autobiography. The final 
result is something much more sublime than a 
mere story ot one man's life. Almost from the 
first the book has turned away from the purely 
personal and became a scathing denunciation, 
liberally substantiated by factual instance, of 
the base, the cruel and the inhuman in the race 
of nnan^ 

The author has been a soldier in the Allied 
armies during the war, and has since travelled 
extensively in Europe, Asia and Africa. He has 
seen the chiefs of almost every state which fig- 
ured in the news during the past twenty years, 
and has "covered" every major event in the 
news. He has* spoken to Hitler, Mussolini, 
Leon Blum, Clemenceau, Haile Selassie, Lit- 
vinov, the Mufti of Jerusalem and scores of 
others. In "Days of Our Years" Mr. van Paas- 
sen has attempted to paint these people — and 
their environments— with the fidelity and dex- 
terity of an accomplished artist. Like his coun- 
tryman,' Rembrandt, he has succeeded in pre- 
senting a picture, in words, which is lifelike, 
unbiased and clear-cuL 

In a style which is grlppingly interesting 
the author tells the story of the countries he 
has seen and the people who inhabit them. 
Whether it is Flanders, Holland, France, Italy, 
Russia, Germany, Spain, Ethiopia or Palestine, 
they are all accorded their place in the sequence 
of world events. Not only are the political and 
economic chiefs of these countries depicted In 
this book, the average man on the street and on 
the farm, the worker in the factory and the 
small businessman, the warrior 'and the pacifist, 
the troublemaker and the pioneer, the altruist 
and the egotist, the pauper and the banker, the 
cuUqred gentlem^ and the savage, the leper 
and the emperor, Christians, Jews, Moslems, 
he^thcps ai>d agnostics, they all p^ss in review 

a; the author's prolific pen keeps writing. 

If 

Brought up in a spirit of Calvinistic right- 
eousness, tHe autl)Or of "Days of Our Years" 
finds it impossible to stand by and watch quiet- 
ly while sections of humanity are being sub- 
jected to indignities bordering on the bestial. 
We find him championing the cause of the 
working classes in Holland, of Ethiopia against 
Mussolini, of the German people against Hitler, 
of the Jews against the Arab terrorists in Pal- 
estine and of republican Spain against the in- 
surrectionist forces of General Francisco 
Franco. In spite of the fact that he is a news- 
paperman, and thus supposedly impartial, he 
manages to couch his descriptions in such terms 
as to leave no doubt on the subject of the guilty 
parties in international affairs. With incisive 
clearness Pièrre van Paassen proceeds to expose 
the unpublished utterances and actions of the 
chiefs of various countries and government de- 
partments. His panorama of world power-poli- 
tics is a masterpiece of logical thinking and 
outright accusation. 

We are told of the incidents which followed 
upon the decision of the French and German 
arms manufacturers to protract the war beyond 
its limits in 1915; we are confronted with the 
blunt assertion that France gave Mussolini carte 
blanche in Ethiopia even prior to the beginning 
of hi3 campaign; we arë allowed a glimpse at 
the laissez faire attitude of the High Com- 
missioner's office in Palestine, which attitude 
encourages the Arab terrorists to greater^a^oci-' 
ties with the assurance that "the government 
is on our side"; and we are confronted with 
the picture of a combine of Great Powers whose 
machinations are delivering the world to the 
dictators because of a 'bogey fear of the Third 
International. 

The liberalism of the author is shown time 
and again when he details the gruesomeness of 
the tréatmént accorded the subjects of the for- 
mer Emperor of Ethiopia. Mr. van Paassen 
champions the cause of Ethiopia against Italy, 
but he condemns in the strongest terms the ac- 
tions of the Negus in relation to his people. He 
decries the excesses engendered in Palestine as 
a result of the Mufti's subversive and false 
propaganda; but he appeals for a fraternity of 
Jew and Arab, a common footing whereupon 
these two brother nations might build a coun- 
try together— if only the political manoeuvres 
of the Chamberlain Government and the Col- 
onial Office would give them the chance. 

"Days of Cue Years" is one of the most 
complete and most interesting books on mod- 
ern political, economic and social problems pub- 
lished in recent years. Thé fact that it is told 
from a subjective point of vantage makes it 
doubly intèresting, since there is introduced a 
continuity which is seldom, if ever, found in 
any other political chronicle.

GOYA by Charles Poore; Charles -Scribner's 
Sôns; pp. 243. 

Francisco Jose Goya Y. Lucientès was, born 
In Aragon in 1746. Most of ' the details of his 
life are clouded in tucertainty, covered over 
with innumerable legends which grew up and 
have remained with him with the tenacity of 
barnacled clinging abolit a ship. Charles Poore 
has taken grëat pains to discredit most of them, 
yet they nèverthéless still seem credible be- 
cause Goya, for all his scathing denunciations 
and virulent attacks on the corruptions of his 
day, lived a lusty drinking,' singing and color- 
ful existence. 

When young, legend has him travelling 
from one town to another to escape the results 
of his brawls and amorous escapades. Legend 
also has him taking a shot at one of his sitters, 
Wellington, as a tempestuous reply to a slight- 
ing remark. Although he became deaf at 40 
he never • gave up his guitar playing. At 80 
he crossed the Pyrenees alone on a mule: Goya 
was an integral part of turbulent Spain, he of 
the bull-neck, the sensual lips) and devastating 
eye; the father of twenty legitimate children, 
the lover of countless ladies of the court. 
Throughout bis long career (he died at 82), 
from the day wherfiasj^Mfe.saw him drawing 
with a , litfap^^' ^fipl^^j^^^iiieLvil lage walls. 




to his self-imposed exile in Bordeaux where— 
a dark old man, gouty and stone deaf— he drew 
from memory those great lithographs of the 
bull-ring where he had fought when a youth, 
he drenched the decadent soul of Spain in a 
torrent of vitality. 

How much be contributed to the destruc- 
tion of the old iniquity is debatable— neither 
patriot nor refornier, be was at heart an an- 
archist and adventurer— but in the energy and 

range of his attack on art and in the vivid 
recklessness of his life, he was the forerunner 
of the new freedom in painting. Although 
Goya drew from early youth he was not pre- 
cocious. It was not until Charles the Fourth 
Riade him court painter in 1899 that his real 
genius came to the fore, and amidst the cataclys- 
mic events that bled Europe from 1800 to 1814 
Goya etched his unparalleled series of diatribes 
on war, the Desastres de la Guerra, the third 
of a trilogy, Caprichos and Disparates, three re- 
cords of war, folly and superstition. He tow- 
ered above his age just as Velasquez and El 
Greco, the other two giants of Spanish art had 
done. His intellect encompassed the whole of 
Spain and when this intellect was finally sil- 
enced by a stroke of apoplexy it had wrought 
the most comprehensive history of a period 
that has ever been written in graphic form, 
an inhuman comedy comparable to the system 
of Balzac. His war etchings which have been 
universally reproduced, admired, and copied 
but never surpassed are a chronicle of man's in- 
humanity to man. These visual documents of 
unimaginable savageries and wanton butcher- 
ings which put to shame the inane brutalities of 
animais, are etched with the bitterness, the 
sharpness and subtle strength of the acid that 
bites into the copper onto which Goya focussed 
his choleric antipathies, his grim understanding 
of evil, his universal scorn of the superstitious 
rubbish of a dying àpain^ÀTKeiRoyal house- 



hold kept him busy paintin'g'th'eir portraits and 
inadvertently the story of that hapless time for 
his ready brush has so captured the greed and 
wickedness of the stagnant colossi of the court 
that the wonder is he was not garrotted.- 

Charles Poore has visited Spain twice and 
has read omniverously over the last four years 
in order to round out a scholarly, direct un- 
romanticized biography that is as much a his- 
tory of the times'as it is a conservative recital 
written in ah economical, entertainingly phrased 
style, of Coya's peregrinations. The book is 
well illustrated, Goya's works are analyzed and 
an appendix gives his explanations to many of 
his drawings. As a fitting climax to a biography, 
whose structure and treatment in many ways 
resemble Gerstle Mack's life of "Toulouse-Lau- 
trec, Poore says of Goya: "He was not a revolu- 
tionist: he was a revolution".

INSIDE RED CHINA by Nym Wales; Double- 
day, Doran, 1939; pp. 356; $3.50. 

Until a very few years ago most of us 
thought of China, when we bothered to think 
of it at all, as a very remote country made up 
of a rather sleepy population with philosophers 
and dreamers at one end and coolies and down- 
troden peasants at the other. Within recent 
years, however, China has found its way to the 
front pages of our newspapers and into the 
ranks of our best-séllers. Pearl Buck has done 
much to bring the^elûraçter of the. Chinese 
to the attèntion of Ameri«ms, and in Lin Yutang's 
"The Importance of Living" we find the age- 
old philosophy of the people. 

And now comes another book on a side of 
modern Chinese history tha^ has hitherto re- 
ceived a comparatively small amount of atten- 
tion. Nym Wales' book, "Inside Red China", 
tells the story of one of the greatest contra- 
dictions in histôry, that of the Communist move- 
ment in China. 

Nym Wales is a young Irish-American jour- 
nalist and wife of Edgar Snow, author of "Red 
Star Over China". Her youth and surprising 
energy, her curiosity about anything new and 
out of the ordinary, and a strain of Irish blood 
all combine to make her peculiarly fitted to 
delve into the spirit of such a body of men 
as make up the Red Army and to give a sym- 
pathetic account of their ideals and their ac- 
tivities. , " . 

Inside Red China" shows not only a sym- 
pathy for the young Communists of that coun- 
try; it shows a very deep knowlèdge of their 
ideals and principles and a sincere conviction 
that in this uprising of the youth of the land 
lies China's only hope of resisting Japanese 
invasion. t 

With great difficulty and often in the face 
of danger, Nym Wales travelled through that 
part of China that forms, the headquarters for 
the Chinese Soviet Republic. At last after much 
trouble about passports, and in spite of tlie 
stigma resulting from being a journalist, she 
arrived in Yen-an, and it was here that she 
came to know the real Red Soldier; not only the 
official but the common fighter with his Mickey 
Mouse shorts and his pasiion for dental hygiene. 

Throughout her book, Nym Wales stresses 
the almost fantastic contrast between the old 
Chinese tradition of the importance of living 
and the new religion of the sacrifice of lif* t6 
bring freedom and happiness to future gener- 
ations. In her picture of the yoijng men who 
make up this insurgent element, we see a 
quality of hëroism and courage, à refusal to 
admit defeat that must command ottr admira- 
tion. _ It was this evidence 6f military training 
and'Stoidsm in a group of men so new to army 
life that amazed the author: "their discipline 
and morale, their equipment and first-rate 
training, their political consciousness and the 
high quality of the leadership, their wholesome 
democracy and immense pride in themselves". 

To most of us whose ideas of Chinese So- 
viets have been coloured with the red blood of 
barbaric atrocities, "Insidt Red China" will 
prove an amazing revelation. It is very diffi- 
cult to read this book without absorbing much 
of the author's enthusiasm and sharing her be- 
lief in the possibility of a great union of Cbhi- 
ese youth that would drive Japan out of the 
country and bring a new freedom to the Chin- 
ese people.

Following is the seventh in a 
series of articles by the President 
of the Canadian Federation of Uni- 
versity Students in which the new 
ten-point policy of the Federation 
is outlined.. 

VII — DRAMAnC GLOB CEN- 
TRALIZED ORGANIZATION. 

For a number of years the Fed- 
eration has had an agreement with 
Samuel French of Toronto whereby 
reductions in play royalties may be 
obtained by University Dramatic 
Clubs. This plan has been most 
successfully carried out in the past. 
In fact some members of the Fed- 
eration have saved enough in a 
single year in this manner to pay 
their membership dues in the Fed- 
eration. 

However, in the past there has 
been a slight amount of friction 
and several misunderstandings in 
the administration of this service 
have arisen. This trouble has been 
due to the fact that no officer of 
the Federation was available in 
Toronto to deal directly with the 
royalty people. However, this year 
Mr. Alex Rankin, of the Univer- 
sity of . Toronto and Vice-President 
of the Federation has agreed to 
handle this business. As a result 
the Federation will have an advo- 
cate on the spot in Toronto to deal 
with the owners of -the royalty 
rights of plays which might be con- 
sidered by various University Dra- 
matic Clubs. His office will act 
as a clearing house of information. 
He will be prepared to quote fates 
on plays and will be hi a position 
to handle enquiries and to make 
suggestions. With this service a 
new field should open up for the 
production of fine plays on the part 
of Canadian University groups. 

A second feature of this service 
is being embarked upon. The exe- 
cutive of the Federation is makmg 



a drive with national Drama- boards 
to increase the opportunities for the 
production of college written plays 
in larger centres of population and 
a drive is being made to increase 
the amount of money available in 
the form of prizes etc., for original 
work. 

Through the publicity department 
of the Federation an effort will be 
made to publicize domestic plays 
of note and through our connec- 
tions there will be an excellent op- 
portunity to market outstanding 
college written dramas. 

This centralized office in Toron- 
to is prepared to gather information 
of use to college play producers. It 
is hoped that university Dramatic 
Groups and Revues will regard it 
as a clearing house of information 
on technique and money saving 
devices. 

Like any other service its value 
depends on the use to which you, as 
members, put it. If your dramatic 
group has founid any startling or 
new way in which to save money, 
or any gadget which helps In the 
production of plays write to our of- 
fice in order that the information 
may be passed along to others. As 
often as is warranted the Federa- 
tion will release a bulletin giving 
up to the minute information con- 
cerning matters theatrical. 

By bringing pressure to bear on 
the owners of play royalties in 
Canada it is expected that new 
plays enjoying a first run in the 
more populated centres of America

construction — I know that now is 
the time to definitely settle the 
question of Intramural sports. 
\Everyone at the University must 
Itave realized, at some time or 
ouier, the inefficiency of our intra- 
mwral sports activities. This is due 
noti to individual student managers, 
but\is inherent in the present sys- 
tem! It is caused by lack of pres- 
ent facilities, and above all to the 
inability of any one student to de- 
vote sufficient time to the organiza- 
tion of this branch of University 
Athletics. 

Since the new gymnasium will 
necessitate an increase in athletic 
staff, it is up to the Athletic Board's 
..student representative to see that 
among any new staff hired, there 
be a permanent "DIRECTOR OF 
INTRAMURAL ATHLETICS" m- 
cluded. This would allow for an 
expansion of, and the better co- 
ordination of Intramural athletics 
at the University. This important 
item cannot t>e over emphasized. 
Managerial System: 

The managerial system at the 
University is at present under the 
control of the Athletics Council, 
and rightly it should be. I con- 
tend, however, that this body is not 
using its full power to control this 
branch of sports administration. 1 
feel that a permanent and active 
mangerial committee could do much 
jto"Overcome the present haphazard 
"■system, so that the managerial sys- 
tejn would be centralized, its possi- 
'ibilities and opportunities be made 
•^inown to the student body, and 
'above all the responsibilities of 
the managers made greater to re- 
lieve much of the detail work that 
is how carried by the coaches. 
Hockey Coaches: 
We are fortunate at McGlll in be- 
ing able to draw on a lucrative field 
of hockey players, and this has been 
our main reason for possessing 
championship teams. Good coach- 
ing can also develop good teams out 
Of poorer players, however, and it 
Is my firm belief that a more high- 
ly organized coaching system (such 
as now exists in football — and its 
worth is certainly well illustrated 
there) would assure us of )nore con- 
istently good teams and players, 
hus I would highly recommend a 
«sistant coaching; system for all 
thr^ teams, so that players pro- 
gresbing from Junior to Senior 
woJjd all learn similar technique, 
playsli^etc, and would be better fit- 
ted to iJljay on the Senior team when 
the opportunity arose. This system 



too, would improve the individual 
players ability while playing on the 
minor teams, rather than the re- 
verse which seems to be the present 

tendency. 

Policy of Students Athletic Council: 

It is my sincere opinion that 
students would understand more 
clearly, and would take more inter- 
est in, the activities of the Student 
Athletics Council, if decisions and 
progress made by that body could 
be made public. I do not suggest 
that the minutes are generally of 
such a form as to be uninteresting 
to the studeni body as a whole, but 
I do think periodic articles pre- 
pared by the Chairman or a "Pub- 
licity' Committee" of the Council 
could be written for the Daily, and 
that they would prove of great in- 
terest and value to the students. 

The above program, while rather 
lengthy as presented, covers what I 
consider four very important phases 
of University Athletics that need 
revision. There are undoubtedly 
several other minor improvements 
that could be effected, such as: 

Adoption of an official McGill 
sweater to be available to the stu- 
dent body as a whole. - 

Revisement of the present rule 
regarding suspension from Athletics 
due to neglect of Medical Examina- 
tion. 

Encouragement of Band improve- 
ment (Ttie Athletics Board pays a 
considerable amount for the Band's 
services). 

However, I feel that if the first 
four important improvements are 
carried out by the representative 
elected, the student judgment as to 
ttieir choice of candidates will be 
well rewarded. In view of my past 
year's experience with the Students' 
Athletic Council and the Athletic 
Board, and previous three years 
with the Basketball teams, I feel 
that I am in a good position to 
carry the ideas to a successful con- 
clusion should I be given the op- 
portunity.

Appointment of Intramural 

Director 

In various other universities 
throughout the country Intramural 
athletics are under the direct con- 
trol and supervision of an Intra- 
mural Director. The duties of this 
director are the organization and 
development of Intramural athletics. 
Only too well do I know the inef- 
ficiency of the system and the har- 
assed life of the small group of stu- 
dents who conduct Intramural Ath- 
letics here at McGill. 

A director appointed for the col- 
lege season, whose one and only 
duty is to promote Intramural 
Sports, to organize, to coacli, is 
probably the greatest need at Mc- 
Gill, and with this in mind I will 
endeavour to the utmost of my 
ability to bring about such an ap- 
pointment. 

Interfaculty Sports. 

Touch Rugby: The interest that 
students revealed for Touch Rugby 
was only too evident last fall, and 
clearly showed that there is a great 
future for this game here at Mc- 
Gill. The development in elïlciency 
of the sport has been tremendous 
during the last three years. With 
adequate coaching provided, I hope, 
by an Intramural Director, the day 
will come when Medicine will be 
just another team and not over- 
lords in this sport as they are to- 
day. 

Softball: Increased emphasis 
should be placed on this game 
which, coupled with an early start 
and adequate diamonds, will pro- 
vide an interesting past-time for 
students. 

Hockey: Hockey is finishing prob- 
ably its most successful season. But 
let us not 1 stop here. , Who knows 
what future greats are probably 
turning for the faculty teams, and 
who with a little coaching and en- 
couragement will turn into first 
class stars? A well-organized 
schedule, a little coaching, and a 
larger rmk would do mudi to pro- 
mote Interfaculty and Inter-class 
Hockey. 

Other Sports: Basketball, Swim- 
ming, Water Polo, Soccer are other 
sports which with a little encour- 
agement would provide students 
with fine Interfaculty competition. 
Minor University Sports. 

It is well and good to place em- 
phasis on the major sports at the 
University, but not to the detri- 
ment of minor sports. There are 
just as many students participating 
in Intermediate and Junior Hockey, 
Winter Sports. English Rugby, 



Tennis, Soccer, Rowing, Water Polo, 
Swimming, B. W. F. Gymnastics, 
Ciolf, etCn as there are in the major 
sports. If perfection is wanted and 
interest maintained it is necessary 
to lend a little moral and financial 
support to these students. 
Improvements in Playing Conditions 

The lighting system on the Lower 
Campus should be improved. This 
would aid materially in the practice 
sessions of the clubs who use or 
would use the Lower Campus for 
such sessions as well as for games 
which might be played. 

A larger Intramural Hockey Rink 
would do no harm. "Cigar-box hoc- 
key" is a thing of the past, and 
the Lower Campus would provide a 
fine opportunity for a larger rink. 
Better Equipment Facilities. 

Students should be made better 
acquainted with the facilities which 
exist for the purchase of such 
equipment as is necessary for the 
various sports at reduced prices 

These are only a few of the 
problems which have confronted the 
Athletics Council and Board. Should 
you see fit to elect me as repre- 
sentative to the Board I wiU en- 
deavour to see that these problems 
are solved in the best interests 
of the student body.

Miss Maud Margaret Gibson has 
placed in the hands of the Royal 
Society of Medicine a sum of

I.R.C. MEETS TONIGHT 



Scott Speaks at University 
of Montreal at 8 P.M. 

Members of the McGill Interna- 
tional Relations Club are invited to 
attend a meeting of the I.R.C. at 
the University of Montreal being 
held tonight in the Immeuble St. 
Denis at the comer of St.| Cath- 
erine and St. Denis Streets at 8 p.m. 
Professor F. R. Scott of the McGill 
Faculty of Law will speak in Eng- 
lish on "A Policy of Neutrality for 
Canada." 

TUNNELS BETWEEN HOUSE 
DINING HALLS COMPRISE UN- 
DERWORLD OF UNIVERSITY. 

Cambridge— Since the Houses 
along the river have been built, 
the University has virtually a Mag- 
inot line of defence against invad- 
ers of sovereign Cambridge terri- 
tory. 

Actually, the Harvard underworld 
comprises a system of tunnels thou- 
sands of felt long extending from 
the Eliot House dining hall to Lev- 
erett constructed for the purpose of 
transporting food between the din- 
ing hall units. 

Over a thousand men and women, 
employed by the University Dining 
Halls, have their own rest rooms 
and lockers below the ground. Rul- 
er of this Plutonian conununity is 
Roy L. Westcott, genial administra- 
tor who keeps the underworld ma- 
chinery running with precision. 
Tunnels Kept Immaculate 

Scrubbed annually and painted 
in alternate years, the white sub- 
terranean walls are spotless. To 
further insure cleanliness, food is 
conveyed in covered food-wagons, 
along constantly mopped floors. 

The Crimson imderground city, 
with its white walls and intricate 
machinery, resembles the bowels of 
an ocean liner. Among the various 
"infernal" machines located there is 
the University's ice plant and re- 
frigeration system. 

All the food for the five houses 
connected by the main tunnel sys- 
tem is prepared in an elaborate 
kitchen, situated under Kirkland 
and Eliot Houses, with separate un- 
its used for the various phases of 
the Harvard cuisine. Thie meats 
and vegetables are prepared in sep- 
arate kitchens and a complete bak- 
ery supplies the entire university 
with bread and desserts. 

Steam tunnels to Dunster House, 
cross the river to the Business 
School, and under the Yard to the 
scientific laboratories constitute ex- 
tensions of the underground laby- 
rinth. 

In fact should the Martians attack 
in the vicinity of Cambridge, there 
seems to be adequate space and 
equipment to keep everyone in the 
University safe from bombing. Why 
should Harvard men have recourse 
to the subway when they have a 
cleaner place to go? Madrid Uni- 
versity students should have adopt- 
ed the House plan long ago.
